Miss  Rosalie  Stapleton  passed  away  on  April  30,  1963.  Miss  Rosalie 
had  taught  in  the  Scott  County  School  System  for  thirty-seven  years. 
The  following  poem  by  Miss  Nell  Porter  Boggess  of  Richlands,  Vir¬ 
ginia,  is  a  very  fitting  commemoration  for  our  own  Miss  Rosalie.
